The party housed them- 
selves sccording to arrangements made, fa the 
Americsn Methodists Mission houses, occupying 
the sleeping apartments of the two, bat taking 
thelr meals together in tha larger one, The 
following !s m brtef sketch of what took 
place -aftet that Friday night's reat. On’ 
Siturday — morning ‘the cards of “the 
Chinese officlats were sent {n, and a meeting 
took place subsequently fe detide as tothe mode 
of procedure in coneucing the enquiry. . The 
Chinese propased that they should at once 
commence to examine the arrested tn the gamin, 
and that they wou'd report tothe Consuls their 
progress'ahd the resulra from (Ime totime. The 
question was then asked, whetber the Consuls 
were to infer from this hat {t was really intended 
that they shoald not be present at the examina. 


‘Hons? The indignation of the Consuls may | 


be more easily imagined than told when th 
were inf-rmed that teas so intended, that

hours whereln to decide whether they were to 
the atfons or not; and at.
